Confederacy’s Emblem 


The seal of the Confederacy 
adopted by the Confederate con- 
gress in 1862, had the following 
device: 


An equestrian figure of Washing- 
ton, after the statue which sur- 
mounts his monument in the Capitol 
Square at Richmond, surrounded 
with a wreath composed of the prin- 
cipal agricultural products of the 
South—cotton. tobacco, sugar cane, 
corn, wheat and rice.

Volumes of human history, for- 
gotten hopes, faith, superstition, 
love of beauty, rise in the mind of 
the herbist as he comes upon the 
common St. Johnswort, Hypericum 
Perforatum, of Europe, standing be- 
side a dusty American roadway. It 
nods its head of upper branches ter-

yellow-golden flowers with long yel- 
low stamens in the wind made by 
passing automobiles. Ages ago it 
nodded thus as witches passed in 
the dusk, riding on broomsticks. Ne- 
olithic women, perhaps, discovered 
the mystic plant had curative prop- 
erties. When Christianity came in 
it already was known as a worker 
of white magic. Pagans, adopting 
the new religion, still put’a string 
of St. Johnswort over the door to 
ward off ‘evil spirits, keep away dis- 
ease, scare the devils. In ‘Colonial 
times in America teas were made 
of it for face washes. Our own 
grandmothers spent hoirs pick- 
ing the tiny golden petals to put 
into bottles of alcohol to make a 
lotion for chapped hands, wrinkled 
faces. Its stem, one to two feet 
tall, is crowded with short branches 
with little oval stiff leaves. Like 
modern witches the plant is lovely 
to look at. It brightens the door- 
yard of the poor.—J. Otis Swift in 
the New York World-Telegram, 


Horse-Racing Shown to 
Be Very Ancient Sport 


Horse-racing was the sport of 
kings at least 5,000 years ago. Re- 
cently there have been discovered 
in Mesopotamia some Hittite in- 
scriptions dating from more than 
1,000 years B. C., which contain 
complete instructions for the train- 
ing of candidates for big races. 
Professor Hronzy of the University 
of Prague has interpreted the in- 
scriptions, and it is astonishing to

When Schools Made Use 
of Bible as Textbook 


In England a century ago the Bi- 
ble was used in certain schools as 
a textbook in arithmetic, history 
and geography. This fact was re- 
called by Frank Roscoe, secretary 
to the Royal Society of Teachers, 
in a recent lecture delivered in 
London. As reported in English 
newspapers, Mr. Roscoe said that 
the Bible was then the basis of all 
instruction. 


As an example, he cited the pas- 
sage dealing with the Lord’s pre- 
senting himself to the apostles forty 
days after His Passion. The ques- 
tion was: “For how many weeks 
was he seen?” 

Another example dealt with the 
marriage at Cana, where there were 
six stone waterpots, each holding 
two or three firkins. The question 
asked the pupil was: “If they held 
two firkins, how much water would 
it take to fill them; and how much 
if they held three firkins each?”

Add to two cream cheeses, and 
mix together. Spread between 
buttered slices of whole wheat, 
graham or brown bread.
